EQUALIZE FREIGHTS 


G. D. Fiitzsmger of this city and 


T. 12. Bryan ot Port Edwards were at 
Wausau 011 Thuisday to attend a 
meeting ol the delegates from the 
aiious cities in tha Wisconsin River 
Valley, which was tor the puipose of 
iqualizing the freight rates to Inter- 
loi points hi Wisconsin. 


A motion was introduced by G. D. 


Jones as follows: 


''It is the sensia of this meeting 


that it Is, advisable to unite with 
othar organizations in this state that 
are seeking to obtain a readjustment 
of fieight rates for interior points in 
Wisconsin " 


The lesolution was passed unan- 


imously. 
Arrangement;; were made 


for ma!,s meetings in tha various 
cities interested, and at these mass 
meetings delegates will ba appointed 
to attand a central meeting. 


In relieving the present situation 


of th!3 rate question as It concerns in- 
terior Wisconsin points, A. E. Solie, 
traffic manager of the Central Wis- 
consin traffic buraau said, "The in- 
terioi cities of Wisconsin have been 
given no advantage of the lake ports, 
and as fai as we are concerned, Labs 
Michigan might never have existed. 
Our carload shipments outsidjS of 
lumber, coal and similar commodi- 
ties, average ?6 more than those of 
Minneapolis trom the Alantic sea- 
board. 
Owing to tb)a greater dis- 


tance of the twin cities from the east 
and the gateway of ths gieat lakes, 
Wausau and other Wisconsin valley 
points are paying $27 more per car 
than they should pay. 


"The cost of shipping from New 


York to Missippi river points, al- 
though twioa the distance, is approx- 
imately that of shipping from Detroit 
to interior Wisconsin points." 


Mr Solie called attention to the 


efforts of Rockford and Freeport to 
secure rates in harmony with those 
of the Mississippi river towns. 
The 


rates from the Atlantic aaaboard to 
Lake Michigan points, the latter be- 
ing known as tha- gateway, are what 
are known as 100 per cent tariffs. 
The tariffs to the Mississippi-river 
valley towns on the Illinois boundary 
line, are 117 p'ar cent. Rockford was 
successful in securing a rate of 112 
per cent and Freeport onj of 114. At 
the hearing for these per centage 
rales for Illinois cities, tbw railroads 
objected, stating that it was their 
intention to keap the rates of the 
Illinois cities in harmony with those 
in southern Wisconsin.

EQUALIZEJREIGHTS

and as far as we are concerned, Laloa 
Michigan might never have existed.

Minneapolis from the Alantic

board. 
Owing to th'3 greater dis- 


tance of the twin cities from the east 
and the gateway of th3> great lakes, 
Wausau and other Wisconsin valley 
points are paying ?27 more per car 
than they should pay. 


"The cost of shipping from New 


York to Missippi river points, al- 
though twic»3 the distance, is approx- 
imately that of shipping from^Detroit 
to interior Wisconsin points." 


Mr. Solie called attantion to the 


efforts of Rockford and Freeport to 
secure rates in harmony with those 
of the Mississippi river towns. 
The 


rates from the Atlantic ssaboard to 
Lake Michigan points, the latter be- 
ing known as th-3 gateway, are what 
are known as 100 per cent tariffs. 
The tariffs to the Mississippi river 
valley towns on the Illinois boundary 
line, are 117 p'ar cent. Rockford was 
successful in securing a rate of 112 
per cent and Freeport ons of 114. 
At 


the hearing for these per centage 
rates for Illinois cities, th'3 railroads 
objected, stating that it was their 
intention to kesp the rates of the 
Illinois cities in harmony with those 
in southern Wisconsin.

Bureau of Labor Statistics Has Made 


an Exhaustive Study of the 


Entire Subject. 


The effect of the war upon the cost 


of living in foreign countries has just 
been made the subject of a report by 
the bureau of labor statistics of the 
department of agriculture at Washing- 
ton. Prices are given for 18 coun- 
tries, and there are cards from over 
100 cities, towns and consular dis- 
tricts. 


The report shows that the first ef- 


fect'of the war was the same practi- 
cally throughout Europe. 
Its out- 


break was followed by a sharp rise in 
prices, due mainly to panic and un- 
certainty. 
In some countries legis- 


lative measures were at once taken to 
check this rise. In others the govern- 
ment strictly adhered to a hands-on 
policy and trusted to the natural 
course of events for readjustment. 
Within a fortnight the first panic was 
over, and, except in the actual war 
zone, prices began to fall. 
In most 


places, however, prices did not drop 
to the July level, and after an inter- 
val again took an upward turn, which 
has probably not yet reached its cli- 
max.

erally taken. 
Denmark, Egypt, Great 


Britain, Italy, Russia, Spain and Tur-

Usus Pneumatic Chisel. 


Lorado Taft, the Chicago sculptor, 


has Installed in his studio a pneumatic 


chisel, by means of which the work 
of outlining marble statues Is greatly 
simplified. The old method of carv- 
ing with mallet and chisel Is not only 
laborious, but rather awkward for 'the 
sculptor, since only one hand Is left 
free to guide the chisel. In the case 
of the pneumatic chisel both hands 
may be used for this purpose. The 
pneumatic chisel, according to tho Sci 
entlflc American, Is driven by com- 
pressed air, at a pressure of 77 pounds 
a square incn, operating through a 
flexible tube, the air being compre&sed 


in a large tank by means of an elec- 
tric motor. The air passing through 
the tube has the effect of driving the 
chisel back and forth against the stone 
just as if it were hit by a mallet The 
chisel, of course, is used only to out- 
line the statue roughly, the finishing 
work all being done by hand.

FOOD PRICES AND THE WAR 


Bureau of Labor Statistics Has Made 


an Exhaustive Study of the 


Entire Subject. 


The effect of the war upon the cost 


of living in foreign countries has just 
been made the subject of a report by 
the bureau of labor statistics of the 
department of agriculture at Washing- 
ton 
Prices are given for 18 coun- 


tries and there are cards from over 
100 'cities, towns and consular dis- 
tricts. 
The report shows that the first ef- 


fect of the war was the same practi- 
cally throughout 
Europe. 
Its out- 


break was followed by a sharp rise in 
prices, due mainly to panic and un- 
certainty. 
In some countries legis- 


lative measures were at once taken to 
check this rise. In others the govern- 
ment strictly adhered to.a hands-off 
policy and trusted to the natural 
course of events for readjustment. 
Within a fortnight the first panic was 
over and, except in the actual war 
zone prices began to fall. 
In most 


places, however, prices did not drop 
to the July level, and after an Inter- 
val again took an upward turn, which

"Coffee and tea are not always in-

In the Woman's Home^ Companion, 


Alice Farnham Leader, a New York 
physician, tells how girls can keep 
their good looks. She says that health 
depends upon food, sleep and fresh air, 
and not upon pills and prescriptions. 
Her article is full of practical sug- 
gestions as to diet, sleep and exercise. 
Following is a brief extract from what 
she has to say about food: 


"Rich pastry, frozen creams and 


candy are difficult to digest and, in 
addition to menacing the health., they 
cause positive homeliness. They con- 
tain more sugar and, fat than the sys- 
tem can possibly assimilate, and the 
surplus is carried to the skin, where 
it makes its appearance in the form 
of pi'mples and blackheads.

TREAT RYE SEED NOW 


TO PREVENT SMUT LOSS 


Smut disease caused much injury 


to Wisconsin rye this year. 
Rye planting time is at hand and 
Ms is when we'can rsduce the chan- 
:es of loss naxt year from smut dam- 


Smut can be largely controlled by 


treating the seed grain with formal- 
dehyde. 
This simple and effective 


way to use formaldehyde is suggested 
by A. G. Johuson of ttoa University 
of Wisconsin. 


"After cleaning and grading care- 


fully, pile the seed on a clean floor or 
canvas and sprinkle with a solution 
of fornialdthyde, one pint of the com- 
mercial 40 per cent formaldehyde to 
40 gallons of water, using a gallon 
to a bushel of sesd. 


."While sprinkling, shovel over the 


seed to insure thorough wetting of 
all the grain. 
Then cover with can- 


vas or several thicknesses of bags 
and leave eovsi'ad for at least two 
hours. Up to four hours is all right. 


"When treatment is completed, the 


seed should be spread out to dry and 
raked occasionally to hasten the. pro- 
cess. 
It .will then be ready*to sow 


i at any convsnimt time.

"It is .important (1) that treated 


seed should be handled in sacks 
which have not previously been used 


I for rye, or have been soaked two 


ours in the above formalhyde solu- 
ion b3foi<3 using in order to prevent 
,ny chance of the smut getting onto 
he seed."

FAVORABLE TO WEEDS 


War on second growth weeds is 


nore necessary in Wisconsin this fall 
.han in any recent season. 


The excpass of rainfall iu Wisconsin 


this month means a rank second 
growth of many troublesome wseds, 
such as shepard's purse, fox tail, 
witch grass and wild mustard. 


Fall plowing,- already,, under way, 


tends to bring the weed'seeds to the. 
surface whore they will sprout and 
mature quickly because of .highly 
favorabl-3 conditions. 


"Tlie land should be disked or har- 


rowed thoroughly after the fall plow- 
ing is done in order to make a sure 
job of killing, the second growth 
weeds," says H'anry Lunz, College of 
Agriculture. 
' 


IE left to grow th;se weeds wil 


quite likely go to seed before winter 
sets in, or in any case will interfere 
with harrowing in the spring. 
Mr. 


Lunz adyises that there are numer- 
ous hardy wintar annuals .that will 
live throughout the winter if not des- 
troyed at once. The cutting of such 
weeds now will tend to prevent their 
extensive spread in years to come'.

OLLAND in. its quaint way is a land 
o£ romance, but of a burgherish 
solid sort, the very antipodes of 
the romance of the sunny East. 
Dutch Romance is the child of in- 
dustry, enterprise, dogged courage, 
fogs and waterways, and Its great 
days fell within the limits of the , 
seventeenth century. 
Then ships 


of Holland sailed all the seven seas and brought 
home wealth and tales of adventure. Then Its 
sailors hammered at the arctic ice-pack and 
pushed their trade among tropical spice islands. 
Then it was that De Ruyter sailed up the Thames 
with a broom at his masthead; then, too, that 
Rembrandt painted and Vondel rhymed. 
That 


also for Holland was a. great building age, when 
prosperity caused cities to grow, canals to be 
dug, 
ports to be built, and; the multiplex activity 


of Dutchmen to manifest itself in all kinds of 
makings and shapings upon the surface of their 
amphibious land—half earth, half water. 
Thus 


it is the Holland of Rembrandt's day and there- 
about that remains most interesting to the trav- 
eler, and it is the buildings then erected that are 
most worthy of study and presentation within 
her towns. 


Amsterdam, when Rembrandt went to settle 


there about 1631, was passing 
architecturally 


through a period of transition. 
The small cora 


of the city, where everything was on a sm&ll 
scale, stil! retained many remnants of the me- 
dieval age. The canals in it were narrow, the 
accommodation for ships was exiguous. A grow- 
ing population arfd expanding trade were finding 
themselves horribly cramped. 


Amsterdam grew like an onion, by layers sur- 


rounding layers about a center. Prom time to 
time new rings of canals were added, with radial 
connections, and then more rings outside them. 
Of course fortified walls were erected round the 
whole at different dates, but they never lasted for 
long and had to be replaced by new circuits as 
the city expanded. The, moat of each new circuit 
became a canal within the next. Those who were 
responsible for the important changes made at 
the beginning of the seventeenth century had the 
good sense not to destroy every memorial of 
medieval days 
In particular they spared some 


of the old fortification towers, applying them to a 
new purpose and refitting them accordingly. Thus 
the tower called Montelbaanstoren, which 'still 
stands by the old Schans, cne of the largest 
basins of the earlier canal system, was a part of 
the medieval fortifications. 
They turned It into 


a picturesque bell tower by the addition of a 
superstructure set up in the year 1606. Though 
this was done before Rembrandt's day, he omitted 
the steeple in an admirable drawing he made of 
it, thus giving one among countless instances 
that might be cited, of his attachment rather to 
the past than fo the coming taste of the people 
of his day. The only other high tower at Am- 
sterdam drawn by him was the Westertoren or 
tower of the Westerkerk on the Prinsengracht, 
which unfortunately, we cannot produce in this 
place. That tower was a favorite with the folk 
of Amsterdam, and I have more than once found 
it referred to, in narratives of Dutch exploration, 
as a measure of height, as, for instance, when a 
glacier cliff Is said to have stood out' of the sea 
about as high as the Westertoren 
It is a storiad 


tower, composed of four retreating lectangular 
stages, each with columns at the angles, not 
unlike some of Wren's towers in the city of Lon- 
don. 


The Westertoren, however, carries us down 


rather too late, when Palladian ideas were af- 
fecting Dutch architects. This was a feature of 
the change of taste, which made the art of Rem- 
brandt old fashioned and terminated his pros- 
perity The Mint tower of 1640, and the others 
shown in our illustrations, are examples of Am- 
sterdam steeple architecture of Rembrandt's own 
generation. If they must be called fantastic they 
are certainly picturesque, and admirably suited 
to enliven a canal vista or to poke up out of a 
foreground of crow,stepped gables. 


These are the typically Dutch towers, these 


buildings of the great days of Dutch romance. 
Earlier towers we can find in Holland, but they 
are Gothic, and re-echo the style elaborated In 
France. Prance also set the key of architectural 
style in the eighteenth century. In the seven- 
teenth century Holland stood on her own feet, 
and other folk imitated the work of her artists. 
The Dutch style affected England; it was Imi- 
tc>ted in the remarkable buildings erected in Den- 
mark for Christian IV. It penetrated to the ends 
of the earth. It went with Dutch, advent'.irers to 
New York, to Ceylon, to the Cape of Good Hope, 
where examples of it may still be hunted out by 
patiPnt searching. 


Our illustrations include a few of the earlier 


towers of Holland, about which a word or two 
must be said. Here, for Instance, are the Cathe- 
dral and one of the medieval gates of Maastricht, 
neither of them in any sense characteristically 
Dutch, for the Holland that the world admires 
was created in the fire of the Reformation wars 
The cataedral church of St. Servatius at Maas- 
tricht is of early Christian foundation, and it is 
even claimed that portions of the existing walla 
date back to the sixth.- century. The building as 
we see it, however, is a great romanesque 
church of Rhenieh style, with restored eleventh 
century towers at the angles of its apse and a 
later Gothic bell tower adjacent to a side aisle. 
Utrecht and Delft have bell towers of p like kind, 
the upper story being many-sided and many- 
gabled. Another such tower Is In Paradise Itself, 
ft we are to believe Hubert Van Eyck's picture of 
that delectable land, the famous altarpiece still 
at Ghent, unless the Germans have carried It off. 


Medieval Maastricht was not a large place 


The Cathedral was in the center of it; not more 
than five hundred yards away are the remains of 
the city walls of 1290. The exigencies of war 
make the military architecture of a given date 
everywhere much the same. 
Thus the tower- 


nanked south gate of 'Maastricht is not different 
n design from many another that can be found 
in the old cities ot Europe. But though it had 


JroR^ 


little individuality to start with, the adventures 
and patchings of time have endued it with a 
picturesqueness of its own. The builders gave 
It practically no decoration, but such solid works 
receive all they need from the hand of time, 
which adds detail with unerring taste. 
The 


plainer an edifice may have been to start with, 
the better time adorns it, provided it has been 
built with sound materials, good workmanship 
and in good proportions. Most of England's noblest 
castles must have looked gaunt and even (to 
contemporary eyes) ugly. To the Saxon citizens 
of London the White (doubtless whitewashed) 
tower can hardly have conveyed esthetic pleas- 
ure 
But time has even decorated Norman cas- 


tles, so that not the baldest modern sky-scraper 
need despair of future admiration if it can hold 
itself end up long enough. 


Amersfoort tower is anything rather than plain. 


On the contrary, it Is in the Gothic style tending 
towards flamboyant, while its general design ll 
of the type of the tower at Utrecht, which, indeed, 
being only fourteen miles away, doubtless sug- 
gested it. That was built during the middle half 
of the fourteenth century; Amersfoort at the 
very end of the fifteenth. Both have the open 
octagonal top story already described. Utrecht ia 
338 feet high, Amersfoort 312 feet. The latter is 
considered to be the finest Gothic tower in Hol- 
land 
I suppose it to have been surmounted or 


intended to be surmounted by a plain spire, but 
the present bulbous top and open-work crown 
were put on in 1655. Where did Holland get its 
taste for these bulbs? She did- not have a mo- 
nopoly of them, for they are numerous enough In 
Germany and even in Switzerland. An oriental 
original probably suggested them. The Amers- 
foort church was built in the fourteenth century, 
and the tower may well have been projected from 
the first. An explosion damaged the building, but 
the damage was made good and the tower for- 
tunately escaped. 
, 


Pew tourists stop at Amersfoort, but plenty of 


them can see the tower from the train on their 
way eastward Irom Amsterdam. The summit of 
it looks northward far away over the Zuyder Zee 
and in every other direction over a country as 
fiat as water. 
There was some fun in building 


high towers in Holland, they could be seen from 
so far away. Amersfoort can hail Utrecht on any 
clear day, and both of them Rhenen (I imagine) 
which Rembrandt sketched. 


Anyone who has landed at Flushing, and pro- 


ceeded thence anywhithsr by train, has beeu 
carried for the flrst few miles over the am- 
phibious region of the island of Walcheren 
He 


has passed MIddelburg and presently, if he looked 
away off to the left, he will have seen, at a dis- 
tance of two or three miles, the little town of 
Veere. Both are old towns and highly pictur- 
esque 
So Indeed Durer recorded them to be

crowned the towers of the low countries were 
not so durable as ths stone substructures. Some 
have perished by fire, others have lost their open- 
work decorations, others have liad to be repaired 
in various degrees, and repair has generally 
meant simplification. 
The tower of Veere, how- 


ever, was apparently never very elaborate, and 
probably remains much as it was originally built. 
Pour-square and plain below, tho stone portion is 
completed with a clock chamber, strengthened 
at the corners. Then comes a balustraded bell 
chamber, with a bulbed spire for roof to it, ot 
unsually slender and graceful proportions, Little 
imitation dormer windows were a common deco- 
rative detail on these bulbs, but on Veere spire 
they are reduced to the roofs of them only. These 
and the Gothic crochete~higher up are the only 
medieval elements surviving i~n this tower. 


The town Shall below contains a treasure cer- 


tainly worth seeing, for lovers of fine goldsmith's 
work worth going to see—an admirable classi- 
fication of "Bights" which we owe to the common 
sense of Doctor Johnson 
How useful a guide- 


book to Europe, confined to the things "worth 
going to see," would be when peace returns, 
though a real peace in, a once more friendly world 
is hardly to be looked for In the days of any but 
the young. The treasure at Veere Is a magnifi- 
cent goblet, richly enameled and chased, which 
the townsfolk caused to be made for, and pre- 
sented to, the Emperor Maximilian. 


How they managed to have both the prestige 


of giving it and the solid satisfaction of keeping 
It is not recorded In any books to which I have 
access. 
At all events, there It remains—a very 


handsome example of a fine period of art in the 
low countries. Veera also possesses a fourteenth 
century church, once in ruins but now repaired; 
also some remarkable old houses, a fountain of 
1E51 and other agreeable remains. On the" whole 
a traveler on landing In Holland might well spend 
a night at MIddelburg, where he can hire cycle 
or motor and make in a single day a circuit of 
•entertaining little places, which preserve the 
charms of old Holland more completely than tho 
larger and more famous cities whereM modern 
life has compelled much external modernization,

OLLAND in its quaint way is a land 


of romance, but of a burgherish 
solid sort, the very antipodes of 
the romance of the sunny East- 
Dutch Romance is the child of in- 
dustry, enterprise, dogged courage, 
fogs and waterways, and Its great 
days fell within the limits of the ,. 
seventeenth century. 
Then ships 


of Holland sailed all the seven seas and brought 
home wealth and tales of adventure. Then its 
sailors hammered at the arctic ice-pack ana 
pushed their trade among tropical spice islands. 
Then it was that De Ruyter sailed up the Thames 
with a broom at his masthead; then, too, that 
Rembrandt painted and Vondel rhymed. 
That 


also for Holland was a great building age, when 
prosperity caused cities to grow, canals to be 
dug, 
ports to be built, and/ the multiplex activity 


of Dutchmen to manifest' itself in all kinds of 
makings and shapings upon the surface of their 
amphibious land— half earth, half water. 
Thus 


it is the Holland of Rembrandt's day and there- 
about that remains most interesting to the trav- 
eler, and it is. the buildings then erected that are 
most worthy of study and presentation within 
her towns. 


Amsterdam, when Rembrandt went to settle 


there about 1631, was passing 
architecturally 


through a period of transition. 
The small core 


of the city, where everything was on a small 
scale, still retained many remnants of the rea- 
aieval age. 
The canals in it were narrow, tha 


accommodation for ships was exiguous. A grow- 
ing population arfd expanding trade were finding 
themselves horribly cramped. 


Amsterdam grew like an onion, by layers sur- 


rounding layers about a center. From time to 
time new rings of canals were added, with radial 
connections, and then more rings outside them. 
Of course fortified walls were erected round the 
whole at different dates, but they never lasted for 
long and had to be replaced by new circuits as 
the city expanded. Th% moat of each new circuit 
became a canal within the next. Those who were 
responsible for the important changes made at 
the beginning of the seventeenth century had the 
good sense not to destroy every memorial of 
medieval days. 
In particular they spared some 


of the old fortification towers, applying them to a 
new purpose and refitting them accordingly. Thus 
the tower called Montelbaanstoren, which 'still 
stands by the old Schans, cne of the largest 
basins of the earlier canal system, was a part of 
the medieval fortifications. 
They turned it into 


a picturesque bell tower by the addition of a 
superstructure set up In the year 1606. Though 
this was done before Rembrandt's day, he omitted 
the steeple in an admirable drawing he made of 
It, thus giving one among countless 
instances 


that might be cited, of his attachment rather to 
the past than to the coming taste of the people 
of his day. The only other high tower at Am- 
sterdam drawn by him was the Westertoreu or 
tower of the Westerkerk on the Prinsengracht, 
which unfortunately, we cannot produce in this 
place. That tower was a. favorite with the. folk 
of Amsterdam, and I have more than once found 
it referred to, In narratives of Dutch exploration, 
as a measure of height, as, for instance, when a 
glacier cliff Is said to have stood out' of the sea 
about as high as the Westertoren. It is a storied 
tower, composed of four retreating rectangular 
stages, each with columns at the angles, not 
unlike some of Wren's towers in the city of Lon- 
don. 


The Westertoren, however, carries us down 


rather too late, when Palladian ideas were af- 
fecting Dutch architects. This was a feature of 
the change of taste, which made the art of Rem- 
brandt old fashioned and terminated his pros- 
perity. The Mint tower of 1640, and the others 
shown in our illustrations, are examples of Am- 
sterdam steeple architecture of Rembrandt's own 
generation. If they must be called fantastic they 
are certainly picturesque, and admirably suited 
to enliven a canal vista or to poke up out of a 
foreground of crowistepped gables. 


These are the typically Dutch towers, these 


buildings of the great days of Dutch romance. 
Earlier towers we can find In Holland, but they 
are Gothic, and re-echo tho style elaborated in 
France. France also set the key of architectural- 
style in the eighteenth century. 
In the seven- 


teenth century Holland stood on her own feet, 
and other folk imitated the work of her artists. 
The Dutch style affected England; it was Imi- 
tnted in the remarkable buildings erected In Den- 
mark for Christian IV. It penetrated to the ends 
of the earth. It went with, Dutch, adventurers to 
New York, to Ceylon, to the Cape of Good Hope, 
where examples of it may still be hunted out by 
patient searching. 


Our illustrations include a few of the earlier 


towers of Holland, about which a word or two 
must be said. Here, for instance, are the Cathe- 
dral and one of the medieval gates of Maastricht, 
neither .of them in any sense characteristically 
Dutch, for the Holland that the world admires 
was created In the fire of the Reformation wars. 
The cathedral church of St. Servatius at Maas- 
tricht is of early Christian foundation, and it is 
even claimed that portions of the existing walls 
date back to the sixth- century. The building as , 
we see it, however, 
Is a great 
romanesque 


church of Rhenish style, with restored eleventh 
century towers at the angles of its apse and a 
later Gothic bell tower adjacent to a side aisle. 
Utrecht and Delft have bell towers of p. like kind. 
the upper etory being many-sided and many- 
gabled. Another such tower is in Paradise itself, 
{£ we are to believe Hubert Van Eyck's picture of 
that delectable land, the famous altarpiece still 
at Ghent, unless the Germans have carried it off. 
. Medieval Maastricht was not a large place. 
The Cathedral was in the center of it; not more 
than five hundred yards away are the remains of 
the city walls of 1290. The exigencies of war 
make the military architecture of a given date 
everywhere much the_ same. 
Thus the tower- 


ilanked south gate of 'Maastricht Is not different 
in design from many another that can be found 
In the old cities ot Europe. But though It had 


little individuality to start with, the adventures 
and patchings of time have endued it with a 
picturesqueness of its own. 
The builders gave 


it practically no decoration, but such solid works 
receive all they need from the hand of time, 
which adds detail with unerring taste. 
The 


plainer an edifice may have been to start with, 
the better time adorns it, provided it has been 
built with sound materials, good workmanship 
and In good proportions. Most of England's noblest 
castles must have looked gaunt and even (to 
contemporary eyes) ugly. To the Saxon citizens 
of London the White (doubtless whitewashed) 
tower can hardly have conveyed esthetic pleas- 
ure. 
But time has even decorated Norman cas- 


tles, so that not the baldest modern sky-scraper 
need despair of future admiration if it can hold 
itself end up long enough. 


Amersfoort tower Is anything rather than plain. 


On the contrary. It Is in the Gothic style tending 
towards flamboyant, while Its general design is 
of the type of the tower at Utrecht, which, indeed, 
being only fourteen miles away, doubtless sug- 
gested it. That was built during the middle half 
of the fourteenth century; Amersfoort 
at 
the 


very end of the fifteenth. Both have the open 
octagonal top story already described. Utrecht is 
338 feet high, Amersfoort 312 feet. The latter is 
considered to be the finest Gothic tower in Hol- 
land. I suppose it to have been surmounted or 
intended to be surmounted by a plain spire, but 
the present bulbous top and open-work crown 
were put on In 1655. Where did Holland get Its 
taste for these bulbs? She did not have a mo- 
nopoly of them, for they are numerous enough in 
Germany and even in Switzerland. An oriental 
original probably suggested them. 
The Amers- 


foort church was built in the fourteenth century, 
and the tower may well have been projected from 
the first. An explosion damaged the building, but 
the damage was made good and the tower for- 
tunately escaped. 


Few tourists stop at Amersfoort, but plenty of 


them can see the tower from the train on their 
way eastward "Trom Amsterdam. 
The summit of 


it looks northward far away over the Zuyder Zee, 
and in every other direction over a country as 
flat as water. There was some fun in building 
high towers in Holland, they could be seen from 
so far away. Amersfoort can hail Utrecht on any 
clear day, and both of them Rhenen (I imagine), 
which Rembrandt sketched. 


Anyone who has landed at Flushing, and pro- 


ceeded thence anywhither by train, has been 
carried for the first few miles over the am- 
phibious region of the island of Walcheren. 
He 


has passed Middelburg and presently, if he looked 
away off to the left, he will have seen, at a dis- 
tance of two or three miles, the little town of 
Veere. 
Both are old towns and highly pictur- 


esque. 
So indeed Durer recorded them to be 


when he visited them in the cold December of 
1520. 
"Middelburg," he said, "is a good town, a 


fine place for sketching. It has a beautiful town 
hall with a fine tower. There is much art shown 
in all things here." AM he has to say about Veere 
Is that "it is a fine little town where He ships 
from all lands." 
The object of Durer's unfor- 


tunate winter Journey to the islands of Zeeland 
was not, however, to see towers and town halls, 
but to satisfy his insatiable curiosity 
about 


natural history. He wanted to make a drawing 
of a whale that had been stranded in those 
parts. 
Such curiosity In the case of men like 


Durer and Leonardo is the first indication we 
possess of the approach of the age of science. 
The whale had been washed away before Durer's 


arrival, so the drawing was never made, but 
chill that he caught on this journey laid tho foun 
dations of the Illness which eventually carried 
him olf. 
The town hall of Middelburg and Its 


fine tower were new buildings when he saw them 
The town hall and tower of Veere were some 
forty years older, having been built about 14"( 
by A. Keldermans the elder, though tho statues 
on the facade were not added till after Durer's 
visit. 
Unfortunately the surviving pages of hla 


sketch-book contain no drawings of these places 
There Is, Indeed, on one page the complicator 
top of some tower, unnamed, the highest member 
of which is like that of Veere, but the rest it. 
different. 
Durer was evidently entertained by 


these fantastic steeples and several of them ap 
pear in his sketches. 
In the nature of things 


however, 
such 
light 
wcoden 
structures 
as 


crowned the towers of the low countries were 
not so durable as ths stone substructures. Some 
have perished by fire, others have lost their open 
work decorations, others have had to be ropalret 
in various degrees, and repair 
has 
generally 


meant simplification. 
The tower of Veere, how 


ever, was apparently never very elaborate, and 
probably remains much as It was originally built 
Four-square and plain below, the stone portion is 
completed with a clock chamber, strengthened 
at the corners. 
Then comes a balustraded bel 


chamber, with a bulbed spire for roof to It, o; 
unsually slender and graceful proportions. Little 
imitation dormer windows were a common <Jeco 
rative detail on these bulbs, but on Veere spire 
they are reduced to the roofs of them only. These 
and the Gothic crochets higher up are tho only 
medieval elements surviving in this tower. 


The town ^hall below contains a treasure cer 


tainly worth seeing, for lovers of fine goldsmith's 
work worth going to see—an admirable class) 
fication of "sights" which we owe to the common 
sense of Doctor Johnson. 
How useful a guide- 


book to Europe, confined to the things "worth 
going to see," would ba when peace returns, 
though a real peace in a once more friendly world 
is hardly to be looked for In the days of any but 
the young. 
The treasure at Veere is a magnifi- 


cent goblet, richly enameled and chased, which 
the townsfolk caused to be made for, and pro 
sented to, the Emperor Maximilian. 


How they managed to have both the prestige 


of giving it and the solid satisfaction of keeping 
It is not recorded In any books to which I have 
access. At all events, there it remains—a very 
handsome example of a fine period of art In the 
low countries. Veere also possesses a fourteenth 
century church, once in ruins but now repaired; 
also some remarkable old houses, a fountain of 
1551 
aud other agreeable remains. On tho whole 


a traveler on landing in Holland might well spend 
a night at Middelburg, where he can hire cycle 
or motor and make in a single day a circuit of 
•entertaining little places, which preserve tho 
charms of old Holland more compJetely than tho 
larger and more famous cities wherein modern 
life has compelled much external modernization.

There is a copy of a letter written 


by Count von Bernstorff to Secretary 
Lansing, but it is frankly an official 
German reply to the allegations re- 
garding German plots in the United 
States. 


The dossier as made public in the 


house of commons comprises twenty- 
one pages, closely printed. Included 
in it are the letter from Ambassador 
Dumba to Baron Burlan, the Austro- 
Hungarmn minister of foreign affairs. 


In one of these, not hitherto made 


public, Doctor Dumba refers to the 
"discouraging attitude" ot President 
Wilson in respect to Austria's de- 
mands that the United States pro- 
hibit the exportation of munitions to 
the allies. 


Doctor Dumba says the president's 


position is that America in a serious 
crisis would have to depend on neutra 
foreign countries for all its war mate- 
rial and "at no price and in no case 
will Mr. Wilson allow this source to 
dry up." 


"For this reason," Doctor Dumba 


says, "I am of opinion that a return 
to the question . . . will not only 
be useless, but having regard to the 
self-willed temperament of the presi- 
dent, harmful." 


It is also Doctor Dumba's view that 


the president can control congress to 
do his bidding and that recourse to 
the various states of the Union would 
be futile. 


Trinidad, Colo., Sept 22.---With the 


arrival of John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
here on Monday, to inspect MB Col- 
orado interests, plans were being 
made by leaders of the United Mine 
Workers to have him arrested on a 
charge of being responsible for tho 
massacre of women and children at 
Ludlow during the coal strike. 


A. M. Belcher, general counsel tor 


the miners' union, arrived in Denver. 
William Diamond, an international of- 
ficer of the union, was authority for 
the statement that action would be 
undertaken immediately against tho 
oil king's son. 


Rockefeller arrived here in an ordi- 


nary sleeping car and was unrecog- 
nized except by the party of Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company officials who 
met him. 


G. 0. Heydt, secretary to the oil 


king's son, said Rockefeller proba- 
bly would spend two or three weeks 
in the state. 


It was the first time in 11 years 


that any Rockefeller has come to Col- 
orado to inspect the family's vast In- 
terests in the state. It was recalled 
that at the New York hearing o£ the 
federal 
industrial 
commission 
at 


which Rockefeller testified he prom- 
ised "Mother" Jones he would visit 
Colorado. At the same hearing Rock- 
efeller met John R. Lawson, leader of 
the miner's lost cause, and exclaimed 
on seeing the big labor leader: "What 
fine men the West produces'" 


Lawson is in jail awaiting the out- 


come'of his appeal for a new trial. 
He was sentenced to life imprisoment 
for conspiracy in the death of a Rock- 
efeller mine guard. 


Mr. Rockefeller slopped his car for 


several minutes while his companions 
pointed out to him the various places 
connected with the battle of Ludlow 
fought April 20, 1914, between strik-

McKenna's budget proposes to add 40 
per cent to the revenue from the pres- 
ent income tax; impose a tax of 50 
per cent on surplus profits of all war 
supply manufactories; levy a supertax 
on incomes exceeding $40,000; increase 
the duties on sugar; abolish half-penny 
postage and increase postal, telegraph 
and telephone rates; double the tax on 
patent medicines; increase duties on 
many commodities; levy new import 
duties on'many products; impose a 
general ad valorem tax of 33 1-3 per 
cent on customs. 


In introduclrg the budget Mr. Mc- 


Kenna declared that the British gov-

Unfriendly—Denounced as Un- 


justified by World Law. 


Washington, Sept 
20.—President 


Wilson and Secretary of State Lan- 
sing conferred at length on Friday 
on the completed note of this govern- 
ment to Great Britain and on tho 
phases of the controversy with Ger- 
many over the sinking of the Arabic. 


The points of the new note to Great 


Britain, as obtained from officials who 
have had part in putting it into pres- 
ent form, are: 


That as the United States has re- 


peatedly and consistently denied spe- 
cifically every one of the justifications 
set up by Sir Edward Grey, the British 
minister for foreign affairs, and Lord 
Crewe, his assistant, this government 
cannot fail to regard the persistent op- 
pression of American commerce as un- 
friendly. 


That Great Britain acted illegally 


when she took cases of seizure and de- 
tention out o£ the domain of diplomacy 
and made them merely matters for 
the British prize courts. 


That the argument by Great Britain 


for such action is indefensible, because 
it is based on the order in council, 
which is itself an illegal policy. 


That the establishment of a block- 


ade under the order in c"uncil which 
pretends to Include neutral ports, is 
not justified by international law. 


That the contention of Great Britain 


that cargoes may be seized and de- 
tained on suspicion alone, without any 
assertion of reasonable proof, is abso- 
lutely untenable under any form of 
recognized law of nations. 


That the United States has hereto- 


fore given Great Britain notice that it 
would not tolerate acts such as in the 
packers' casa, which were based on 
the illegal withdrawal of questions of 
seizure and detention from the cate- 
gory of diplomatic questions. 
The 


United States has in fact filed its 
caveat, putting Great Britain on no- 
tice. 


It is stated that there is in the note 


no suggestion of the ultimatum of a re- 
mand for a definite answer from 
Great Britain within any specified 
time. 


Field Marshal Von Hindenburg Now 


Controls Route to Petrograd 


and Moscow. 


Berlin, Sept. 21.—Vilna, the great 


railroad and industrial center of north- 
western Russia, has fallen before the 
German drive, which has taken 15 
great cities and fortresses since the 
capture of Warsaw, capital of Poland. 


The goal upon which the eyes of 


General von Hindenburg and all Ger- 
many has been set since Warsaw was 
entered, was captured Sunday by the 
forces 
of 
General 
von 
Eichhorn, 


which have been fighting stubbornly 
eastward 
since 
their 
capture 
of 


Kovno three weeks ago. The most 
desperate Russian resistance encoun- 
tered in the entire German offensive 
has been crushed, and Germany now 
holds the key to the vital railroad sys- 
tem of Russia. 


The coveted lateral railway 
from 


Rovno in the south to Riga' in the 
north, with lines extending from Vilna 
to Petrograd, Moscow, Odessa and 
through the very heart of Russia is 
now controlled by German forces. 


The capture of Vilna, a town of 170,- 


000 population, and one of the manu- 
facturing centers of Russia, is the sev- 
enteenth 
similar 
success 
attained 


since the German drive, which started 
on May 2 against Przemysl, 
has 


crossed into German soil near Warsaw 
and the Lublin-Cholm line in southern 
Poland. 


The actual capture of Vinla, though 


predicted as imminent since the fall 
of Brest-Litovsk several weeks ago, 
appears to have been accomplished at 
last by a desperate rush of General 
von Elchhorn's forces, aided' by » 
simultaneous offensive by Generals 
von Scholz and von Gallwltz and 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria, conquerer 
of Warsaw. 


The official announcement that the 


Russians were routed completely at 
the fall of the city leads to the as- 
sumption that though their losses in 
men killed and wounded were great, 
no body of troops was surrounded and 
captured.

was carried out near Anligo by gov- 
ernment men when, under the leader- 
ship of Revenue Agent James O'Brien, 
an exceedingly active stiTl was sur- 
prised under cover of darkness and 
William Coon, a Kentucklan, acknowl- 
edged leader of transplanted southern- 
ers, taken into custody. 


The Illicit still was in an abandoned 


lumber camp, and from the evidences 
of permanency, doubtless had been 
operated for a considerable length of 
time in what Coon considered com 
parative safety, being in a wild section 
and of difficult access. 
The raidmR 


party found fully 250 gallons of mash 
and ten gallons of the finished prod 
uct. Mr. O'Brien estimated that in one 
week the plant was capable of turning 
out several hundred gallons of moon- 
shine whisky. 


Coon was the only person at the 


still, and he was so taken by surprise 
that any attempt at resistance would 
have been useless. None was offered 
After inspecting the place thoroughly, 
the revenue men removed the worm of 
the still and other parts sufficient, to 
be used as evidence, and removed their 
man to Antigo, where he was locked 
up. 


Mr. O'Brien declares that there are 


other illicit stills operated by Ken- 
tuckians in the fastness of n9rthern 
Wisconsin, and that his department 
will work night and day to eliminate 
them. There have been false alarms 
and empty handed laids from time to 
time in the past few years, but noth- 
ing has been accomplished until now. 


A fine as high as $500 and three 


years' imprisonment may be inflicted 
in a case such as Coon's.

According to the new law 
the meat of any deer, wild bird, or 
trout other than lake trout, cannot be 
served at any club, hotel, restaurant 
or camp at any time, while other wild 
animal may be sened only during the 
open season. 


The law is not looked upon with 


favor by a large number of deer him- 
teis who go into the woods, and upon 
their return usually have a large piece 
of meat prepared at some club and in- 
vite their friends for the feast. 


The object of the law is to prevent 


the fraudulent sale of game. There 
has been a law in force for several 
years covering this point, but many 
hunters got around it by saying thay 
gave the meat away and at the same 
time accepting money in fln indirect 
way. Now though, they cannot even 
give it away without being liable. 


The law as it now reads is as fol- 


lows: 
No keeper, manager, or stew- 


ard of any restaurant, club, hotel, 
boarding house, logging camp, or min- 
ing camp shall sell, barter, serve, or 
give or cause to be sold, bartered, 
served or given to guests or boarders 
thereof, the meat of any deer, wild 
bird, or trout of any variety other than 
lake trout, at any time; or the meat 
of any other wild animal during the 
closed season therefor.
